Robert Feke, the Artist. 


The letter quoted by us from the last

" My gfandfather, Robert, Feke, the ar 


tiit, of the incidents of whose life some en 


• quiry is made in the Philadelphia Histori- 


cal Magazine, for the month of November 
•was, I believe, in the second descent from 
& Dutch family, that in the early coloniza. 
fen of Long Island, settled at the head "o 
Oyster BSJ-. His father was a zealous fol- 
lower of (Be faith of Geo. Fox, which was 
prevalent ra that vicinity ; his son Kobert 
preferred that of the Baptists, and joined 
himself to them by baptism ; zhis was so 
ofieasrve to the father, that he went so far 
jn his reseitment as to follow him to the 
water and lo forbid him to enter into it on 
pain of disinheritance. He then left the 
home of his youth, was absent on voyages 
abroad several years, in what capacity is 
unknown, in one of which, in time of war, 
he became a prisoner and was carried into 
Spain. 
There he procured paints and 


brushes, and 
; while In prison . he whiled 


away, much of !>]«. time in rudo -paintings, 


on his release he-sold, and' so pro- 


cured the means of returning to his own 
country. He 
soon camo to this town, 


tvbere he married a worthy daughter of 
English parentage ; she was a Quakeress, 
anu lie crerTemanieu a ^mptm^ au<i-nui'- 
thy member of the North Baptist church; 
he usually attended her to the door of her 
church and then directed his steps to his 
own. Here was h is home for over twenty 
years, where he cultivated his favorite art 
with little instruction, which in the infancy 
of the colony could not bo had, excepting. 
occasional visits to Philadolphia, in bolh 
which vicinities are probably more remains 
of his artistioal labors than have yet come 
to light. In our Redwood library is a like- 
ness of the -wife of Governor Wanton, 
which a granddaughter ihlornifd me was 
painted by him, that of the Governor be- 
ing done in England. Likenesses by his 
own hand of himself and wife, are now in 
the possession of one of his descendants 
Mrs. Phila, wife of Wm. Bullock, Esq., . 
Providence, which he did not live to finis] 
His health declined, and ho sought th 
inild climate of Bermuda, where he d 
ceased. His 
age was about forty-flv 


He left three sons and two daughters; h 
oldest son, John, was a promising youn 
master of a ship in the English trade, whic 
by the mistake' of the pilot, with all 
board was lost in the English channe 
Another was the late Charles Feke, we 
known as the apothecary or druggist. A 
his descendants are now in the female lin 
and have ever held his memory in reve 
ential respect.
